75 par cent attendance at Business Meetings and (2) fulfillment of duties 
toward patients. Thar® was considerable discussion, but no decision. 

D, (Dr. Kilgore) The actions of the last Hospital Board meeting, 8 December 1955* 
were reviewed. Dr, Kilgore remarked on the lack of quorum and possible evidence 
of flagging interest on the part of Board Members. 


E. (Dr. Jenkins) A gift of $200,00 has been made by an anonymous donor, through

Dear Auxiliary Member: 

As you know* we are in the midst of a $100,000 charity drive sponsored by the newly formed 
Men ! s Patrons Division* We thought you would be interested in this worthy cause and would 
like to tell your friends about it* 

Have you ever had tuberculosis? Have you ever had to see one of your family die of tubercu- 
losis, knowing that they might have recovered if modern equipment for medical and nursing 
care had been available to the doctor? If one or more of your loved ones became ill with 
tuberculosis, could you afford treatment at approximately $l£,000* per case***plus many months 
in bed? Houston has several hundred families now facing this problem* In many cases it is 
the breadwinner of the family who is a victim of this dread disease, meaning that all income 
stops and that he must accept treatment in a charity hospital and that the family must resort 
to welfare# 

If a case, such as the above, could have the most modern treatment, with all modern surgical 
and nursing equipment, he could become well and able to return to supporting his family in a 
much shorter time* Since our Houston Tuberculosis Hospital does not have the equipment for 
the latest treatment, many, or most of the patients, must face months and often years longer 
in bed.** and the family must suffer this hardship with them* 

The attached list of equipment would help get many, many of the patients in our hospital well 
and return them to supporting their families in the shortest possible time. **there is no money 
in the hospital budget for it i The Houston Tuberculosis Hospital does not derive one penny 
from the sale of T* B> Seals or the United Fund Drive* ~

The applicant for membership on the medical staff shall be a graduate of an 
approved or recognised medical school, legally licensed to practioe in the State of 
Texas, and qualified for membership in the Harris County Medical Society ^ or in the 
Houston District Dental Society* 

Section 2® Procedure of Appointment® 

Application for membership to the medical staff shall be presented in writing on 
a standard form to the chief of the section in which membership is desired* The 
application then shall be submitted to the Dfean of Baylor University College of Medicine 
for recommendation, after which it shall be reviewed by the Executive Committee of the 
Medical Staff* IT IS THEM submitted to the Medical Staff FOR VOTE IN A Regular Busi- 
ness Meeting® If approved, the application shall be submitted to the Hospital Board 
of Managers by the Chairman of the Staff 0 
Section 3° Procedure of Dismissal® 

The Executive Committee may recommend to the Board of Managers the dismissal of a 
member upon due cause j such a ssstnber shall have the right of appeal TO THE MEDICAL 
STAFF PRIOR TO THE PRESENTATION OF THIS RECOMMENDATION TO THE BOARD OF MANAGERS, AND 
THE DECISION OF THE STAFF SHALL CRUDE THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE*

Dear Mrs. Stanford: 

As you may perhaps know, the Hospital is in need of equipping 
our pulmonary function laboratory which is being set up to 
measure the extent to which the sick lungs of our patients 
function. This is important, not only in relationship to 
rehabilitating them back to a. useful place in society, but 
also in evaluating them as candidates for surgical procedures. 

As you know, we need two Van Slyke blood gas machines, each 
of which costs $275*00. One of these machines, I believe, 
can be secured with monies that are already available. In 
addition, a Cambridge Research pH meter is needed, which 
costs $550.00. 

The proposed laboratory is to be set up in a room just outside 
the operating pavilion in the Autry Memorial Building. This 
room also requires laboratory sinks and desks where these 
procedures can be carried out. Conservative estimates on the 
cost of equipping this laboratory runs $1,500.00, for the equip- 
ment alone. 

Hoping that this answers your inquiry and with deep appreciation 
for the interest of the Auxiliary in our problems, I am

B® Consulting member is a duly elected member who fulfills required assignments 
in consulting section to which lie is assigned and fu lfills twenty— five per- 
cent attendance requirement at staff business meetings®

Ca Inactive member is a regular or consulting member who has fai l ed to fulfill 
required assignments and/or business meeting attendance shall become an 
Inactive Member by vote of the medical staff. Membership shall be termin- 
ated automatically after two years of continuous inactive status 0 Re- 
instatement as regular or consulting member shall be effected by vote of 
the medical upon demonstration of intent to fulfill requirements » An 
Inactive Member shall not have the right to vote in business meetings or to 
serve as an officer or chief of a section. 

Do Consulting emeritus members shall be designated by vote of medical staff or 
automatically on attainment of sixty-two years of age. Be may participate 
in business meetings and in professional activities at the discretion of 
the chief of his section but may not vote or hold office. 

6 0 Upon attaining the age of sixty-two years of age* a regular or consulting member 
of the staff shall automatically be designated as a consulting emeritus member* pro- 
vided he has served a minimum of ten years as a regular member. 

7o A regular or consulting member of the staff who has served continuously for 
twenty years may be designated as a consulting emeritus member upon election by 
the medical staff.

Duties and Privileges of Staff Members 

1® Regular staff members shall be assigned to professional duties in accordance 
with programs prepared by the chiefs of the regu l ar section, the medical director, 
and the executive committee® Fulfillment of these assignments shall be the obli- 
gation of the member In order to retain regular status on the staff® Regular 
lumbers shall attend a minimum of seventy-five percent of staff business meetings® 
Regular members shall have full privileges of participation and voting in business 
and scientific meetings of the staff and may serve on committees and serve as

Consulting members may participate and vote in 
business and scientific meetings and may serve on committees but may not serve as 
officers of the staff or as chiefs of regular sections® 

3 0 Consulting emeritus members shall have the privilege of serving in consulting 
capacity and of doing special work of their own choosing, at the discretion of the 
regular staff* They may attend business and scientific meetings of the medical 
staff at their own discretion, but may not vote or serve as officers of the staff 
or chiefs of regular sections® 

Article VI 

Officers of Medical Staff 

1 0 The officers of the medical staff shall consist of a chairman, a vice-chairman, 
and a secretary* These officers shall be filled from among the regular members by 
a majority vote of the staff at the annual business meeting* Nominations for 
officers may be mad© by a noiidnating committee consisting of regular members appoint- 
ed by the chairman of the staff and/or by nominations from the floor® 

2o The shall preside at business meetings and shall be chairman of the 

executive committee and an ex-officio member of all other staff committees* He 
shall serve as liaison officer between the medical staff and the Board of Managers* 

3„ The vice-chairman shall serve in Idle capacity of the chairman in event of 
absence of the chairman* He shall also perform such official duties for the medical 
staff as shall be assigned him by the chai rm a n *

staff, shall attend to notification of meetings and appointments of staff members,

Hospital 
Still Up

Last June, Chicago hospital 
consultant Ross Garrett made 
an exhaustive report detailing 
what should be done to pro- 
vide adequate city-county hos- 
pital facilities. 

Garrett’s recommendations 
were based on a study of char- 
ity hospital needs. And the 
study cost Houston and Harris 
County taxpayers $30,000. 
Endorsements 

At the time, the recommen- 
dations were endorsed enthu- 
siastically by County Judge 
Bob Casey and Mayor Oscar 
Holcombe. 

Soon afterward, both Casey 
and Holcombe announced 
they had agreed that construc- 
tion should begin immediate- 
ly on badly needed emergency 
and outpatient clinics — as the 
first step of the Garrett rec- 
ommendation. 

But, with October on the 
wane, no move has been made 
to get even preliminary plan- 
ning under way. 

Why the inertia? 

Casey said that the question 
of financing the hospital is 
at the root of the matter. He 
criticizes “all of this talk” 
about the county govern- 
ment’s responsibility on fi- 
nancing. 

“Some Hope” 

AskecK whether he thinks 
this controversy can be solved 
and plans gotten under way 
this year, he said: “There is

Need for New TB Hospital 
Now Is Declared Critical

Immediate construction of 
a new tuberculosis hospital 
was urged here Tuesday by 
Ben Taub, chairman of the 
board of managers of Jeffer 
son Davis Hospital, and Dr 
Morris Kilgore, chairman of 
the medical staff of the Hous- 
ton Tuberculosis Hospital. 

“We are doing the best we 
can .to meet the demands of 
our community,” Taub said. 
“But we have to turn d<#vn 
patients because we don’t 
have adequate space.” 

The Houston Tuberculosis 
Hospital, long has been recog- 
nized as being too small for 
Houston. There has been talk 
of a new building for about 
15 years. Bonds for the con- 
struction were voted in the 
1940s. 

Combined Operation 

Recently, the hospital was 
combined with the operation 
of Jefferson Davis Hospital, 
putting it under the control of 
the J. D. board of managers. 

“The only way a new pa- 
tient can get in the hospital is 


He said the hospital is re- 


pairing some of its old build- 
ings and adding blankets for 
the patients to use this win- 
der. “But we are hoping for a 
new building so we are hold- 
ing down expenditures,” he 
said. 

Needed Now 

Dr Kilgore said urgent ac-' 
tion is needed. “The new hos- 
pital should have been built 
yesterday,” he said. 


“We are not meeting the 
needs of this community,” he 
added. “Patients have to 
leave town for treatment 
Many of the outpatients treat 
ed at the hospital are men- 
aces to public health because 
of the contagious disease, but 
we can’t do any more because 
we have no place to confine 
them.”

City, County Dispute 

But the city and county 
have not determined who 
should pay for the treatment 
of the tuberculosis patient. 
Each says it is a responsibil 
ity of the other. 

“We should build the hos 
pital now and then figure out 
how to support it,” Dr. Kil- 
gore said. “We have a good 
hospital here and we are cur- 
ing people, but it could do a I 
better job in better facilities.] 
Plans should not be delayed.’' 

The consultant, Ross Gar- 
rett of Chicago, proposed 
that a 250-bed tuberculosis 
hospital be built.

Because of this fact, Dr« Kilgore, Miss Aldrich, and myself have felt 
that ths requests for medical suppli.es made to yo « should be given careful re-evalu- 
ation to correspond with the new hospital and the things which ths City will almost 
certainly provide in view of a future building program.

and planning. In order to give better patient care, a great many things must be 
considered, not only from the standpoint of immediate comfort of the patients but 
also from the angle of allowing the professional and non-professional personnel to 
administer proper treatment. Finally, the matter of rehabilitation is important, 
particularly since more patients are being restored to health and ultimately back 
to a useful place in society. All of these points have been given consideration 
in ths revised lists which are being presented to you.

T ais morning the following officers of the Elva Wright Auxiliary accompanied me 
to the City Hall and gave you a list of the necessary equipment outlined by 
Mrs. Aldridge and Dr. Jenkins to finish out the essential immediate needs at the 
Houston Tuberculosis Hospital: Mrs. J. W. Grogin, President, Elva Wright 
Auxiliary; Mrs. T. E. Gammage, Chairman of the Volunteer Workers; and 
Mrs. Mose Buck, Treasurer of the Elva Wright Auxiliary. We explained to you 
our drive for funds through donations of equipment and money raised around

THE STATE OF TEXAS j 
COUNTY OF HARRIS f 

THIS TRUST INDENTURE , road© this 18th day of November, 
1955* by and between Una T. Truitt, a widow, of Houston, Harris 
County, Texas, hereinafter referred to as "Trustor", and The 
Second National Bank of Houston, a banking corporation organized 
under the laws of the United States of America and doing business 
in Houston, Harris County, Texas, hereinafter referred to as 
"Trustee", 

WITNESSETH; 

ARTICLE I. 

Trustor, by these presents, does hereby irrevocably 
pay over, transfer, assign and deliver unto the Trustee a cer- 
tain sum of money which, together with other property that here- 
after may be added to the Trust Estate created hereby, shall be 
held and administered by the Trustee, and its successors, IN TRUST 
for the use and benefit of the beneficiary hereinafter named in 
accordance with the terms and provisions hereinafter contained .

Whenever in this Inden- 
ture the words "Trust" or "Trust Estate" are used, the same refer 
to and mean the said James J„ and Una T. Truitt Medical Educational 
Trust j and whenever in this Indenture the word "Trustee" is used, 
the same refers to and means The Second National Bank of Houston 
and/or its successors in trust. 

ARTICLE III. 

After paying therefrom all reasonable and necessary 
expenses and charges incident to said Trust Estate, including the 
compensation due and payable to the Trustee, as provided by this

Indenture, the Trustee shall distribute and deliver semi-annually 
the net income, derived from the Trust Estate to The University of 
Texas Postgraduate School of Medicine, whose address is Texas 
Medical Center, Houston 25, Texas „ 

The Trustee shall not be required to see to the appli- 
cation of such distributions made to The University of Texas Post- 
graduate School of Medicine, and the Trustee shall have no responsi- 
bility whatsoever for the expenditure made by such beneficiary., 

All monies received by The University of Texas Post- 
graduate School of Medicine from the Trustee hereunder shall be 
used for such educational purposes as may be determined from time 
to time by the Dean of The University of Texas Postgraduate School 
of Medicine in his sole and uncontrolled discretion. Without plac- 
ing any limitation upon the discretion of the Dean of The University 
of Texas Postgraduate School of Medicine, if he shall so elect he 
may use the monies received from the Trustee hereunder to estab- 
lish the James J. and Una T. Truitt Endowed Chair of The University 
of Texas Postgraduate School of Medicine, which said Chair may 
sponsor the study of Cardiology. 

ARTICLE IV. 

It is understood that Trustor, or others, may, from 
time to time, by inter vivos transfers or by will, convey, deliver, 
devise or bequeath additional property of any kind or character 
to the Trust Estate created hereby to be held under the terms, 
provisions and conditions of this Indenture. The Trustee or any 
successor Trustee may receive any other property, real or per- 
sonal, granted, conveyed or assigned or made payable to Trustee 
by Trustor, or any other person, for the purposes of the Trust 
hereby created, and all such property shall be held by the Trus- 
tee subject to the terms, provisions and conditions of this In- 


denture . 


ARTICLE V 0 


The Trustee shall hold and administer the Trust 
Estate herein established upon the following terms and condi- 
tions, and with the following rights, powers and duties, to-wit 

(1) Except as otherwise herein expressly 
provided, the administration of the Trust Estate, 
and the rights, powers, duties and liabilities of 
Trustee shall be in accordance with and governed 
by the terms and provisions of the Texas Trust 
Act (also including in such term the provisions 
of the Uniform Common Trust Fund Act) as the same 
reads at the date hereof,, 

(2) The Trustee is authorized and empowered 
to hold and possess, and to manage, invest, and re- 
invest and keep invested all and every part of the 
Trust Estate which comes into its possession, in 
such manner, in such securities or other property, 
real or personal, including, without limitation, 
common and preferred stocks, and upon such terms 
and conditions and for such length of time as to 
the Trustee shall seem meet and proper, it being 
intended hereby to give the Trustee full and com- 
plete authority to hold and possess, and to manage, 
invest and reinvest and keep invested the whole and 
every part of the Trust Estate, according to its 
sound judgment and discretion, without any limita- 
tion upon its power and authority to do so, either 
by statute or otherwise. 

(3) The Trustee is authorized and empowered 
to retain any and all property, bonds, notes, stocks 
(whether common or preferred), and other securities 
which are delivered to it as part of the Trust Estate 
hereby created, without being required or obligated 
in any way to convert the same into any Investment 
authorized hereunder, and as to all such investments 
so continued or retained, the Trustee shall in no 
event be liable or responsible for any loss. 

(4) ^ The Trustee is hereby given full power 
and authority, according to its sound judgment and 
discretion, and without any limitation whatsoever 
upon its power and authority so to do, either by 
statute or otherwise, to purchase, grant, sell, con- 
vey, lease, mortgage, mortgage by deed of trust, 
exchange, contract with respect to, grant options 
with respect to, pledge or otherwise deal with and 
enter into transactions pertaining to all and every 
part of the Trust Estate, specifically including 
full power and authority in the Trustee to sell, 
convey and/or lease, and otherwise deal with any 
oil, gas and/or other minerals and mineral rights 
and royalties which may be or become a part of the 
Trust Estate, all upon such terms and conditions 
and for such prices and considerations, payable in 
such manner, as the Trustee shall determine, and to 


this end to execute and deliver such deeds , contracts 
or other instruments necessary or proper to carry 
out and conclude any such transactions, containing 
such covenants of general or special warranty bind- 
ing the Trust Estate, and such other covenants, obli- 
gations, terms and conditions as it shall determine, 
and the Trustee is authorized to vote all shares of 
stock comprising a part of the Trust Estate through 
its officers or by proxy or proxies appointed by it 
at all stockholders meetings- and to consent to and 
join In any dissolution, reorganization, merger or 
consolidation and subscribe for, exchange and/or 
surrender any share of stock held by it and gen- 
erally to exercise all rights, privileges and powers 
inuring to it as a stockholder in any corporation 
the shares of stock of which are held by it here- 
under, Without in any manner limiting the generality 
of the foregoing, the Trustee is expressly authorized 
to pay taxes and all reasonable and necessary expenses 
incurred in the administration of the Trust Estate, 
and to compound, compromise, abandon or adjust, by 
arbitration or otherwise, any action, suit, proceed- 
ing, dispute, claim or demand, relating to the Trust 
Estate, and to make adjustments, compromises and 
settlements in respect thereto, and to pay or satisfy 
any debt or claim against or in favor of the Trust 
Estate upon any evidence in its opinion sufficient; 
to renew, rearrange and extend any debts owing to or 
by the Trust. Estate and the liens securing the same, 
if any; and to collect, receive, and receipt for all 
monies, properties and securities due or belonging to 
the Trust Estate. 

(5) Whenever it becomes necessary to determine 
whether or not funds, including stock dividends, com- 
ing into the hands of the Trustee, are capital or in- 
come, or whenever It may be necessary to apportion 
blended funds, the Trustee is authorized to make such 
determination or apportionment, and such determina- 
tion and/or apportionment shall be binding on the bene- 
ficiary hereunder, irrespective of any rules of law for 
the apportionment of income and capital. The Trustee 
is further authorized to determine the apportionment 

of charges between income and capital, and such de- 
termination shall be binding on the beneficiary here- 
under, notwithstanding any rule of law to the contrary. 

(6) The Trustee is authorized and empowered 
before making any other payments provided for under 
this agreement, to deduct all necessary and reason- 
able expenses incident to the administration of the 
Trust Estate, including any Court costs incurred and 
attorneys fees incurred for legal advice or action; 
provided, however, that no deduction shall be made for 
the usual and ordinary expenses incurred for clerical 
work, bookkeeping and the ordinary services incident 
to keeping a, record of the Trust Estate. 

(7) The Trustee shall render to the benefici- 
ary hereunder and the Trustor, during her lifetime, 
semi-annual statements of the receipts and disburse- 
ments of income and corpus. 


(8) Acceptance by the Trustee of any asset 
or property in this Trust shall be without lia- 
bility or responsibility for the condition of the 
asset or property and without liability or responsi- 
bility for the validity of titles thereto » No bond 
shall be required of the Trustee hereunder* and the 
Trustee shall not be liable upon account of anything 
done or omitted to be done by it as such Trustee* 
save only for its own willful misfeasance or mal- 
feasance „ 

(9) No change of name of The Second National 
Bank of Houston as the Trustee herein appointed* nor 
any merger or consolidation of its corporate powers 
with another national bank* or with a trust company* 
or with a state bank* nor its conversion to a trust 
company or state bank* shall affect the appointment 
herein made* but the said Trustee* under whatever 
name it may be known* and under whatever charter it 
may hereafter exist* its successors and assigns* 
shall be and remain the Trustee hereunder and exe- 
cute the duties of such Trustee. 

(10) For its services as Trustee hereunder* 
the Trustee shall receive and may retain fair and 
reasonable compensation* not to exceed the customary 
and prevailing charges for trust services of a simi- 
lar nature in the City of Houston* Texas* at the 
time such services are performed* together with all 
necessary and reasonable expenses Incurred in connec- 
tion with its duties as such Trustee. In no event 
shall such compensation be less than $100.00 annually. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The term of this Trust shall be perpetual. This 
Trust is irrevocable* and is not subject to being altered, amended* 
revoked* set aside* or in any manner countermanded by Trustor. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Trust herein created is a Texas Trust, and shall 
in all respects be governed by the laws of the State of Texas . 

ARTICLE VIII o 

The Trustee may resign and cease to act further as 
Trustee hereunder at any time* with or without cause* by deposit- 
ing in the United States mail not less than sixty (60) days before 
the effective date of its resignation* a written notice to that 
effect addressed to The University of Texas Postgraduate School 
of Medicine at the address above given. 



L In the event of the resignation of the Trustee or 

in the event of its dissolution, except in the consummation 
of any merger, consolidation or conversion as hereinbefore 
specified, or should it for any other reason become disquali- 
fied to act as Trustee hereunder, any one of the United States 
District Judges for the Southern District of Texas, acting as 
an individual and not in his judicial capacity, shall designate 
as Successor Trustee hereunder some national bank, state bank, 
or trust company domiciled in the City of Houston, Texas, quali- 
fied to act as such and having an authorized capital stock and 
surplus aggregating at least One Million Dollars,, Upon the ap- 
pointment of, and acceptance by, any Successor Trustee, it shall, 
without further act or conveyance, be and become vested with all 
rights, title and interest in and to the assets and properties 
of the Trust Estate and shall succeed to, enjoy and exercise all 
the rights, duties, privileges, powers and obligations of the 
Trustee hereunder with like force and effect as if such Successor 
Trustee had been named and designated as the original Trustee 
herein o
